Applicants respectfully request and petition that the Filing Receipt (copy enclosed with 
changes noted therein) for this application be corrected as follows: 



(1) The filing date of the application is listed as March 22, 2004, the date of applicants' 

submission of replacement Figures 1 through 40R. Applicants respectfully submit that the application 

is entitled to the original filing date of September 11, 2003, because the replacement Figures were 
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made in response to a Notice to File Missing Parts, and further because the replacement Figures 
contained no new matter. 

The application as filed on September 11, 2003 contained Figures 1 through 34 and 36 
through 40R. The Notice to File Missing Parts mailed on January 20, 2004 indicated that Figures 20 
and 32 were objected to based on informal printing requirements, and that Figure 35 was missing. 

In response, applicants submitted a Response to Notice to File Missing Parts on March
